I  beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1968, 

The  vital  statistics  relating  to  the  Borough  with  one  exception, 
show  only  marginal  changes.  The  estimated  population  figure  shows  an 
increase  of  310,  which  comoared  to  previous  years  is  a  relatively  large 
one.  The  excess  of  deaths  over  births  indicates  that  this  rise  is  due 
to  a  net  increase  due  to  immigration  of  over  560, 

In  recent  years,  reports  have  been  received  from  hospitals  and  the 
ambulance  service  of  home  accidents  Included  in  these  for  1968e  are 
twenty  one  cases  of  children  who  had  consumed  various  more  or  less 
poisonous  substances.  Fortunately  medical  drugs  were  involved  in  only 
6  cases.  Aspirin  and  phenobarbitone  were  those  involved.  In  other  cases 
a  wide  selection  of  household  substances  were  taken  These  included 
Turpentine  substitute,  perfume,  car  polish,  Domestos  and  alcohol. 

It  is  of  course  right  to  emphasise  the  importance  of  locking  up 
drugs.  We  should  not  however  forget  that  many  household  substances  can 
have  unpleasant  if  not  dangerous  effects. 

Finally  I  must  refer  to  another  more  sinister  danger  -  lung  cancer 
You  will  see  from  the  table  showing  causes  of  death  that  this  again 
shows  a  rise  in  incidence 
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I  am  indebted  to  a  number  of  people  for  the  information  set  out  in 
my  Report.  These  include  the  Borough  Engineer,  the  Water  Engineer,  the 
Superintendent  of  Police,  the  Manager  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  the 
Officers  of  the  Mass  Miniature  X-ray  Services  and  Dr.  Lamberty,  Con¬ 
sultant  Venereologist.  I  offer  them  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  help 
in  this  and  other  years.

The  Establishment  continues  to  provide  a  service  for  the  adminis- 
tration  of  skilled  physical  treatment  on  the  recommendation  of  general 
practitioners  and  consultants  in  the  area  Treatment  has  been  adminis- 
tered  to  men,  women  and  children  in  all  walks  of  life,  but  the  bulk  of 
the  work  done  being  concerned  with  the  diseases  of  degeneration,  the 
average  age  of  the  patient  tends  to  be  somewhat  advancedc 


In  the  summer  season  the  majority  of  patients  attending  are 
visitors  either  coming  to  Scarborough  to  combine  holidays  with  intensive 
treatment,  or  being  suddenly  afflicted  whilst  away  from  home  are  able 
to  get  immediate  attention 


The  fees  charged  are  within  the  means  of  all  classes  of  the 
community  and  the  continued  demand  for  private  treatment  shows  no  signs 
of  diminishing  =  due  in  part  to  the  increasing  number  of  people  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  various  Health  Insurance  schemes 

During  1968  the  general  staff  difficulties  of  the  last  few  years 
have  been  even  more  acute  and  we  have  had  to  rely  more  than  ever  on 
temporary  part-time  assistance  in  lieu  of  permanent  staff.

The  Water  Supply  of  the  Borough  of  Scarborough  is  satisfactory  both 
in  quality  and  quantity”  and  does  not  show  plumbosol vent  properties. 
Application  has  been  made  to  the  River  Authority  for  a  new  borehole 
source  of  1,5  million  gallons  daily  to  augment  the  supply  to  the 
Scarborough  area. 


Bacteriological  Tests

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Domiciliary  Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing 


Seven  nurses  are  employed  full-time  and  four  part-time  in  the 
Borough  by  the  County  Council  on  Home  Nursing  duties.  Two  whole-time 
midwives  and  two  combined  duties  nurses  (i=e.  midwifery  and  home  nursing) 
are  also  employed  full-time. 

Health  Visiting 

Eight  whole-time  Health  Visitors/School  Nurses  operate  in  the 
Boroughp  their  duties  including  visiting  children  from  the  age  of  2 
weeks  until  15  years  of  age,  A  steadily  increasing  proportion  of  their 
time  is  spent  in  the  care  of  the  aged.  In  addition  they  attend  the 
various  clinics*  follow-up  notifications  of  infectious  diseases*  visit 
tuberculosis  patients  at  home*  investigate  social  conditions  relating 
to  applications  for  service  of  Home  Helps*  boarding  out  of  children  or 
adoption  of  children,  A  nurse  is  also  employed  part-time  for  the 
domiciliary  visiting  of  diabetic  patients. 

Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  available  (on  application  supported  by  medical  evidence) 
to  render  temporary  assistance  in  the  homes  of  applicants  in  the 
following  categories*  viz:- 

(i)  Women  having  domiciliary  confinement; 

(ii)  Persons  requiring  help  because  of  sickness 
or  pregnancy  of  housewife  or  her  absence  in 
hospital; 

(iii)  Other  cases  of  acute  illness*  particularly 
of  children  where  there  is  a  number  of 
healthy  children  to  be  cared  for*  and 

(iv)  Aged  persons  or  chronic  sick  persons  who 
are  unable  to  obtain  admission  to  hospital. 

Ambulance  Service 

An  Ambulance  Depot  (open  day  and  night)  is  maintained  at  Dean  Road* 
Scarborough,  where  Ambulance  Service  facilities  are  available  on 
request  by  Hospital  Medical  Staff,  General  Practitioners,  Police 
Officers  and,  in  cases  of  sudden  emergency,  members  of  the  public. 
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After-care  of  Tuberculosis  and  other  illness 


By  arrangement,  the  Scarborough  and  District  Council  of  Social 
Service  provides,  on  behalf  of  the  North  Riding  County  Council,  after¬ 
care  facilities  for  tuberculosis  patients  as  well  also  for  those  suffering 
from  other  illnesses. 

Additional  bedding,  clothing  etc, ,  can  be  provided  and  loan  of  sick 
room  equipment  obtained,  on  recommendations  by  doctors  and  or  district 
nurses.

The  Scarborough  Family  Planning  Clinic  hold  sessions  at  Northway

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


FOR  THE  YEAR $  1968, 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  fourteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 


In  March,  Mr.  J.F.  Pinkstone  resigned  as  a  Health  Inspector  on 
moving  to  a  similar  position  with  the  Wisbech  Borough  Council.  Mr.  D. 
Firth,  of  Huddersfield,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  and  com¬ 
menced  duty  in  April. 

A  housing  survey  was  done,  involving  351  premises,  to  ascertain 
the  condition  of  repair  and  the  number  lacking  baths,  hot  water 
supplies,  internal  W. C„ s .  „ washbasins  and  proper  foodstores.  Notices 
were  served  for  disrepair  in  tenanted  houses  and  the  attention  of  all 
owners  where  amenities  were  lacking  was  drawn  to  the  Improvement  Grant 
Scheme. 


Format  ion  of  Group  Training  Schemes  for  personnel  in  the  Hotel  and 
Catering  Industry  commenced,  and  talks  on  environmental  and  food 
hygiene  were  given  to  hotel  staffs.  These  Schemes,  in  the  Hotel  and 
Catering  Industry  and  other  food  industries,  offer  an  opportunity  for 
us  to  preach  the  principles  of  hygiene  and  good  practice.  I  hope  that 
the  Schemes  will  prove  beneficial  and  will  result  8in  the  attainment  of 
adequate  training  in  these  very  important  industries.

2,481  visits  were  made  under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts  to 
ascertain  the  fitness  of  houses  for  occupation,. 

Clearance  and  closing  procedure e 

Two  houses,  subject  to  Closing  Orders,  were  thoroughly  repaired  and 
reconditioned,  and  the  Orders  were  revoked. 

House  repair  and  improvement  procedure. 

The  survey  of  houses  continued  during  the  year,  houses  in  certain 
streets  being  systematically  inspected  as  to  condition  of  repair. 
Notices  were  sent  to  owners  where  defective  structural  conditions  were 
found,  and  all  owners  were  informed  of  the  Improvement  Grant  procedure 
in  the  cases  of  houses  which  were  found  to  be  lacking  in  the  required 
amenities  -  a  bathroom  with  bath,  washbasin  and  internal  water  closet, 
a  hot  water  installation  and  a  foodstore. 

Houses  in  Ashville  Avenue,  Beechville  Avenue,  Columbus  Ravine,  Dean 
Road,  Elmville  Avenue,  Mayville  Avenue,  Oakville  Avenue,  Roseville 
Avenue  and  Victoria  Park  Mount  were  inspected,  and  the  following  is  a 
summary  of  the  survey  undertaken; -

Tenants  of  nineteen  houses  were  rehoused  by  the  Corporation  on  the 
owners'  undertaking  to  recondition  the  properties  before  re-occupation, 
23  houses  were  reconditioned  on  outstanding  undertakings. 
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Fifty  four  houses,  which  were  the  subject  of  application  for  Improve” 
ment  Grants,  were  inspected.  Eighteen  of  these,,  requiring  repair,  were 
brought  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard  by  the  end  of  the  year,  the 
remainder  being  in  good  structural  condition. 

70  complaints  regarding  miscellaneous  items  of  disrepair  and  damp- 
ness  were  investigated.

Food  Hygiene 

Routine  inspection  of  food  premises  was  again  undertaken,  and  many 
improvements  carried  out  during  the  year.  Twenty=>six  complaints  involving 
food  were  investigated,  and  twenty-three  complaints  regarding  con¬ 
ditions  at  food  premises  and  boarding  houses,  etc.,  were  dealt  with.. 
Inspections  were  again  carried  out  of  premises  for  which  application 
had  been  made  to  advertise  in  the  Scarborough  Holiday  Guide,  compris- 
hotels,  boarding  houses  and  holiday  flatlets. 

The  opportunity  was  taken  to  give  lectures  and  talks  on  Food  Hygiene 
subjects  to  food  trades  personnel  and  women's  organisations.  Seven 
meetings  were  attended  and  audiences  totalling  over  150  were  addressed. 
These  meetings  included  three  arranged  at  the  Technical  College  for 
caterers  and  hoteliers.
